Thoughtless Vandalism 

The Lions Club is to be commended on a recent 
act of community service — the construction of a 
rest room adjacent to the camp kitchen the club built 
at the Memorial Park about three years ago. This is a 
facility much appreciated by the increasing number of 
visitors and tourists who stop at the park for a picnic 
lunch. 

One sour note has already been interjected, 
though, and that is the writing on the walls of the 
rest room and other destructive acts committed by 
children old enough to know better. The paint was 
still wet inside the rest room when the first damage 
of this nature was done and the camp kitchen, too, 
has required work to erase or repair such acts of 
vandalism. 

Parents are urged to warn their children of the 
consequences of such deeds if the perpetrators are 
caught for it’s the parents of the children who will 
have to pay the fines and who will be assessed the 
costs. 

After your child’s misdeeds have hit your pocket- 
book it is a little late for a warning to help. A little 
talk to your children now might avoid trouble and 
expense for them and you. 

Disposing Of Stray Animals 

Alberta’s Live Stock Commissioner W. H. T. 
Mead reports there is a growing tendancy for resi¬ 
dents of municipalities, counties and improvement 
districts to seek other methods than local impound¬ 
ment for disposing of stray animals. 

An increasing number of people are taking ani¬ 
mals found on their premises directly to local markets 
without claiming any proceeds instead of impounding 
them. This action is only legal in areas in local im¬ 
provement districts which have no pound, when the 
owner of the animals is not known and when permis¬ 
sion has been obtained from the local R.C.M.P. de¬ 
tachment. 

Poundkeepers have reported that more people 
are now allowing stray animals to hang around their 
premises for longer periods. In many cases this is 
unfair to the owner because it deprives him of the 
chance of locating them in his local district pound. 
Also he does not have the opportunity of finding 
them through local advertising required for all im¬ 
pounded animals. 

Mr. Mead requests anyone who finds a stray ani¬ 
mal to take prompt and proper action rather than to 
leave it in his herd for an indefinite length of time. 
Somebody is probably looking for it. 


LETTER TO EDITOR 

To the Editor of The Advocate, 

Artificial ice would be nice 
but - 

With fall approaching and all 
its activities. Senior Citizens’ Night 
is again being planned and as be¬ 
fore, the problem as to “where” 
It can be held arose before the 
Lionettes at their recent meeting. 

This was discussed at length 
and although all agreed that the 
Lodge Hall is most inadequate, 
there appears no alternative. 

Last year as I watched our 170 
senior guests struggle down those 
narrow, winding basement stairs 
to make their way to the over¬ 
crowded tables, I wondered how 
much of a favor we were actu¬ 
ally bestowing on our honored 
citizens. 

We had welcomed them warmly, 
prepared as sumptuous a meal 
possible, provided interesting 
speakers and entertainment, but 
were we really doing the right 
thing by sponsoring such an 
evening? 

The thought of what could have 
happened, had even the threat of 
fire arisen, was a horrifying one. 
Responsibility of being president 
had never laid so heavily as it 
did at that moment. 

Now we are on the verge of a 


campaign to raise $50,000 for arti¬ 
ficial ice in the old skating rink. 
We all agree it would be nice to 
have ice for our youngsters for 
four months of the year instead 
of the uncertainty that we have 
been experiencing these past 
warmer winters, but is this where 
the real need of the town lies? 

Fifteen or twenty years ago, the 
answer may have been definitely 
yes, we had no gymnasiums with 
salaried P.T. instructors, we had 
no school-organized curling either. 
But today, with all the sports 
being included in the school cur¬ 
riculum, would the costly adven¬ 
ture of artificial ice only benefit 
a small percentage who prefer 
hockey to basketball, curling, bad¬ 
mi n to n or v olle y b a l l ?— 

Would it not add another mill 
or two to our taxes, burdening the 
town with an annual expense that 
would shove any plans for a civic 
centre into oblivion? 

This is the question that should 
be considered carefully before 
pledging substantial contributions 
to a fund that would put artifi¬ 
cial ice into an old building, with 
no satisfactory provision made to 
meet the real need of the com- 
muiffly — a civic centre with ade¬ 
quate banquet facilities.

ROOT ROT AND SURVIVAL OF 
WINTER WHEAT 

Winter-killing of fall-sown 
Wheat is markedly reduced when 
hardy varieties are sown in a firm 
seedbed at the proper time. Recent 
field experiments at the Lethbridge 
Research Station indicate that 
winter-killing can be further re¬ 
duced by controlling common root 
rot. 

Last fall, Kharkov 22 M.C. and 
two less hardy winter wheats were 
sown on Aug. 9 and 23, and Sept. 
6. Prior to seeding, half of each 
plot was treated with a soil fumi¬ 
gant to control the fungi that 
cause common root rot of wheat. 
The other half was not treated. 

At the end of October, plants 
from the treated plots had less 
root rot than those growing in the 
untreated soil. More root rot deve¬ 
loped iir the August than in the 
September plantings. 

This spring more plants, regard¬ 
less of variety and date of plant¬ 
ing, were alive and growing vigor¬ 
ously on the treated than on the 
untreated plots. Maximum survival 
was obtained with Kharkov 22 M.C. 
seeded on Sept. 6 into treated soil. 
In this case, 75 percent of the 
plants survived compared with 
only 41 per cent in untreated soil. 

Undoubtedly root development 
in the fall is an important predis¬ 
posing factor in the winter killing 
of winter wheat .What steps can 
the farmer take to reduce root rot 
in his fall sown crop? Certainly 
soil fumigation, which we used as 
an experimental tool, is not a 
practical remedy. 

Seed treatment with a mercury- 
containing fungicide will kill root 
rot fungi on the seed and provide 
some protection from these fungi 
In the soil. Tests are in progress 
at the Lethbridge Research Station 
to find the most effective seed 
treatment to control root rot in 
fall-sown cereals. 

Date of seeding is the most im¬ 
portant single factor to toe con¬ 
sidered in reducing the predispos¬ 
ing effect of disease on winter sur¬ 
vival. Since more root rot develops 
In earlier-seeded crops, winter 
wheat should not be sown before 
the recommended period. In south¬ 
ern Alberta, winter wheat 
generally develops maximum win¬ 
ter hardiness when sown during 
the first two weeks of September. 
Earlier seeding will increase win¬ 
ter-killing by reducing the inherent 
hardiness of the variety and by in¬ 
creasing root rot. In addition, crops 
sown earlier are more likely to 
become infected with wheat streak 
mosiac virus. Root rot and wheat 
streak mosiac not only increase 
winter-killing but also seriously de¬ 
crease yields of surviving plants.

SERVE A SALAD 

A sparking salad with extra 
good salad dressing is right for 
any occasion.- 

In choosing the ingredients for 
your salad, remember: Use only 
chilled and crisped salad greens; 
always chill canned fruits and 
vegetables; drain canned fruits 
thoroughly on paper towels, vege¬ 
tables in a sieve; try for color, 
flavor, form and texture contrast 
when combining salad ingredients; 
combine or arrange salads just be¬ 
fore serving; arrange any salad on 
a chilled plate or bowl in a 
simple manner. 

Affinity between a salad and its 
dressing makes for perfection. 
French Dressing — 

French dressing may be prepared 
in quantiy but do not leave garlic 
in the dressing longer than a day. 
For a basic French Dressing 
which yields 14 cup, combine the 
following in a jar: 

% cup olive or salad oil 
2 ttosp. mild vinegar 
1 tsp. salt 

H tsp. freshly ground pepper 
% clove garlic. 

When ready to serve, remove 
the garlic and shake hard to blend. 

To vary add a few drops of 
onion juice, Tabasco or Worcester¬ 
shire, or a teaspoon of strained 
tomato juice, or season delicately 
with mustard or curry powder. 


E. J. McFarland 
Dies, Edmonton 

Edwin John McFarland, the 
youngest son of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. John Henry McFarland, pas¬ 
sed away August 10, at the Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, Edmonton, after 
a lengthy illness. 

Mr. McFarland was born in Ok¬ 
lahoma Territory in 1906, where 
the town of Nardin was later 
built. In the fall of that year, his 
parents who had won their home¬ 
stead in the famous Cherokee 
Race moved to High River, Alta, 
and the following year to the 
farm 25 miles east of that town. 

Edwin attended the Olds Agricul¬ 
tural School and was with the 
graduating Class of 1923, He was 
the featherweight champion boxer.

1952 when he moved to Massachu¬ 
setts where he engaged in experi¬ 
mental work and minor research 
with various firms. 

In 1960 he returned to Canada 
and particularly B.C. where he 
owned property at White Rock. 
In the fall ol 1961 he moved to 
Edmonton. 

His mother was a graduate of 
Oberlin College, Ohio; and was a 
descendent of Reverend Richard 
Denton, who was associated with 
Governor Winslow in the Massa¬ 
chusetts Bay Colony and later I 
founded the first Presbyterian 
Church of America. 

Edwin John McFarland was pre¬ 
deceased by his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Henry McFarland and 
his two older sisters, Frances 
(Mrs. John D. Duguid) and Mar¬ 
garet (Mrs. Charles Steiner) both 
of Vulcan. He is survived toy three

*4 cup prepared mustard. Chill.
